$5.800,000,000 Liberty loans without 
recompense, the Canadian government 
as paid Canadian banks about one- 
fourth of 1 per cent for their part in 
handling the $820,000,000 of govern- 
ment loans ich have been issued by 
the dominion. 7 

It does not appear that the banks of 
this sountry are asking for any reim- 
bursement. But it is pointed out by 
the banks that the bond houses are in 
@ little @ifferent position from them. | 
stives. The heads of bond houses and 
salesmen have devoted themselves al- 
most untiringly to aid in floating the 
Liberty loans. 

In doing this they have injured their 
own business. Their office force has

Explains Canada’s Loans. 

A statement of interest concerning 
,Canada’s loans, and their method of 
handling, will be found in the appended 
jetter from the bank at Ottawa, to the 
Merehants’ Loan and Trust company 
of Chicago:

There have been four government bond 
nes since the war, known as war 
Wan issues.
